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In late June, the Soviet Embassy in Plyongyang was making preparations to 
establish a volitical screening center in Kaesong, using facilities which 
had been scheduled for use as a Soviet Red Cross hospitel. The plan is to 
treat returning ROK and other United Nations prisoners of war at this 
hospital. English-speaking Russtans, posing as doctors, will give political 
indoctrination to American prisoners of war immediately prior to exchange. 
New clothes will be furnished returning prisoners as part ‘of the program. . 
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l. On 2 duly, @ higti-ranking Soviet Foreign Affairs Ministry official who 1s an 
expert on the Far East, and a Chinese Communist Foreign Affairs Ministry 
official arrived in Kaesong with a staff of eight persons from Peiping.
